The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art alone or in obvious combination without impermissible hindsight discloses the 
claimed invention of wood construction components with a shear assembly with top and 
bottom struts connected by first and second chords with shear-resisting element, with 
the shear assembly disposed and connected between top and bottom plates and the 
shear assembling further having, inter alia, boundary edging members disposed on first 
and second edges of the shear-resisting element with each of the boundary edging 
members having an elongated leg that receives a plurality of edge fasteners with shank 
portions piercing the elongated leg.
